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what if: General T.A.C.O. Gets Assassinated by the Police!

General T. A. C. O. was the leader and co-founder of the Black Riders 
which is the new generation Black Panther Party for Self-Defense. He was 
brutally gunned down in cold blood by the pigs while he was marching down 
Crenshaw last week! General T. A. C. O. was our real leader in the Black 
community. He was a straight up soldier in the war to free Black people 
from the bloody clutches of White racism, police terrorism, capitalism, 
and U. S. imperialism. This defender of Black life has sacrificed his life 
for revolution. Black people throughout the country admired and loved 
him. Unfortunately many of his own people misunderstood him and feared 
him for speaking and acting on the truth that Black people are facing 
extermination because of oppression and exploitation by the fascist U. S. 
government. 

General T. A. C. O. understood that the truth hurts sometimes and many 
Black people have been brainwashed to pretend that everything is all good 
with their lives in Amerikkka. When in reality, Black people are the most 
hated on people in the whole world because of our skin color. They already 
assassinated Malcolm X, Fred Hampton, George Jackson, and Jonathan 
Jackson. They already got Stanley i( Tookie ” Williams and they probably 
got Khalid Muhammad, Johnny Cochran, and Tupac Shakur in the present. 
The evil racist enemy always attacks the head of our peoples’struggle so 
that the body of the movement will die! What will Black people do without 
General T. A. C. O. ? How will we make it without his intelligent and brave 
leadership? 

First off, calm down! Let us state that General T. A. C. O. is alive, well 
and still kicking at the racist U. S. government! This article is not a joke 
or a game. Also General T. A. C. O. does not have a subconscious death wish. 
He will defend himself with maximum retaliation before he would allow the 
cowardly pigs to kill him. All new generation Panthers have vowed to go to the 
graveyard before we allow that to happen! 

But what if General T. A. C. O. gets assassinated by the police? Should we wait 
until he is killed before we honor and respect him like our people did in the 
past with Martin Luther King Jr., Malcolm X, and numerous other great Black 
leaders? It is not just a figment of our imagination either, because the racist police 
has attempted to assassinate him at least five times already?! This is the vicious 
reality that he lives with everyday for the liberation and salvation of Black people. 
On August 16th, 2007 they sent the FBI, police S.W.A.T. teams, and bomb squad 
equipped with armored vehicles and military tanks in broad daylight to try to kill 
him, but he still remains a committed Black freedom fighter. 

Is he a target of assassination because he is a gang member, pimp, dope dealer, 
or robber? Of course not — and only a fool, a snitch or a hater working for 
the racist police would try some stupid shit like that. He is defiantly guilty of 
teaching Afrikan truth to gang members, hustlers, pimps and prostitutes, dealers 
and thieves to wake up, clean up, and stand up for Black peoples’ human rights. 
Yes, he does teach Black people and all oppressed people to organize themselves 
and exercise their God given and constitutional rights to get guns and defend 
themselves against the racist police in Amerikkka. He preaches and practices the 
gospel of armed Black revolution. General T. A. C. O. reeducates Black youth to 
believe that we are Afrikans period, not Afrikan-Amerikkkans! 

For hundreds of years, Afrikans bom/living outside of Afrika have been 
deliberately kept ignorant of Afrika and our peoples’ achievements by White 
capitalist men. The purpose of such cruel action was to paint a negative picture 
of Afrika as a savage land, and to force Black people to disassociate themselves 
from their true homeland. After being kidnapped from our homes and violently 
made into slaves, we have been afraid to admit even to ourselves that even though 
we were born here, we are Afrikan period. Thus we are the only group in the 
world who deny ourselves, preferring to be known as Belizian, Jamaicans, West 
Indians, Afro-Brazilian and of course the most ridiculous is Afrikan-Amerikklcan; 
anything rather than Afrikans. And all of these names by which we call ourselves 
have been forced upon us by the bloody whip, rope, or guns of the White slave 
masters who sought to rob us of any collective identity and unity so they could 
more easily oppress us. 

We are living in strange revolutionary times and General T. A. C. O. is bold enough 
to know it and move on it. The old racist Amerikklcan order is dying before our 
very eyes on so many levels. And yet at such a desperate moment in world history 
other so called leaders like boot-licking, butt-licking Obama are afraid of White 
racist assassination. Afrikan truth and real change! General T. A. C. O.’s lack 
of fear of Racist White assassination is displayed in his revolutionary attitude 
and actions. He has seen and lived through too many dangerous encounters on 
the violent streets of L. A. and in state prisons to be remotely fazed by anything 
the racist U. S. government does to try to set him up. If he needs to play rough 
with an enemy of Black people, he takes off with no second thought, living in 
a White racist world where most people are programmed to be scary and timid. 
He always has the advantage of being willing to do more, to take risks, and to be 
unconventional with upgraded Black Panther tactics and strategies for revolution 
in the new millennium. 

Coming from a deadly gang environment, in which he never expected to live past 
the age of twenty-one, he feels he has nothing to lose but his chains. This brings 
him tremendous power from the people who love and support the Black liberation

movement that is growing every day around the country and the world. He also 
speaks the language of the hood without having to soften it at all, and many, many 
people have transformed their lives into Black Riders for their neighborhoods. 
There will always be people who misunderstand his belief that Amerikkka is 
so scandalously corrupt and oppressive for Black people that he prefers to push 
armed resistance and die on his feet rather than live a life of slavery on his knees! 
2010 is a time for resistance to oppression, because the rich are getting richer and 
the poor and even the middle class are getting poorer. 

General T. A. C. O. has already suffered prison time by being framed up on bogus 
charges by the FBI and the racist L. A. R D. The issue of political prisoners is 
an important aspect of the legacy of the first Black Panther Party. In the late 
1960’s and early 1970’s, the Panthers played a critical role in championing the 
call for amnesty and defense of political prisoners. Human rights advocates in 
the United States have defined political prisoners as “people who have made 
conscious political decisions, and acted on them, to opposed the United States 
government, and who have been imprisoned as a result of those actions.” More 
then 100 inmates in U.S. prisons have been identified by Human Rights groups 
as political prisoners. 

Nearly 50% of these political prisoners are of Afrikan decent. There are more 
political prisoners from the Black Panther Party than any other political formation 
in U. S. prisons. The continued incarceration of Black Rider Political Prisoners

reminds us of the first Black Panthers and the low intensity warfare waged against 
it by the agencies of the United States government. The Black Riders has been 
a key leading militant force popularizing and struggling to free those political 
prisoners from the first Black Panther Party, like Mumia Abu-Jamal and the San 
Francisco Eight. 

The issue of political prisoners was also crucial to the rise of the Black Riders to 
national and international recognition and prominence. General T.A.C.O. a./k/a 
Wolverine Shakur, Co-founder and chairman-general (Chief political theoretician 
and militant commander) of the new generation Black Panthers- Black Riders, 
became one of the most respected and celebrated political prisoners in the new 
Black Liberation Movement and in history. After a roll up raid on our Black 
Power van, General T.A.C.O. was arrested, in a city not far from Oakland, while 
he was visiting Oakland helping to build our Northern California chapter of the 
Black Riders on Nov. 28, 2007. He was charged with bogus trumped-up charges 
of conspiracy to attempt to possess a machine gun to shoot up four different 
police stations. This ridiculous charge was also used as a convenient excuse by 
the government to add gang enhancement charges which would later be used 
to slap Black Riders (the most effective gang truce organization) with a gang 
injunction. That would destroy our human and constitutional right to assemble 
in large numbers and would lead to the possible destruction of our organization. 
Chief of Staff Nadia Shakur was also arrested that night on unrelated weapon

The Legalized Lynching and Murder of Black Youth 


On August 7, 1930, two Black teenage boys, Thomas Shipp and Abam Smith, were 
dragged from the county jail in Marion, Indiana by a racist white mob and lynched. 
Remove the rope from the equation and replace it by the automatic weapons used by 
today’s police forces, and criminal judges and racist juried ruling that the outright 
murder of our Black male youth is ‘justifiable homicide.’ 

When these police can take a life and not have to answer for it we have a terrible 
injustice. They embrace it as their job to kill off the bad seed of the earth. Black life is 
not seen to be significant, so these trained killers continue on without end. Increasingly, 
vigilantes have been given the same license to kill Black youth. 

Many of these killers have a history of beating their wives at home and dominating 
their households. According to the dictionary, the term “justifiable homicide” means 
whatever is justified is excusable. The term “homicide” means the murder of a human 
being. Every lynching or killing of a Black man or woman was considered excusable. 
Whatever was done by the Europeans to set the Black man at naught was deemed 
excusable. From the killing of every Black human being during 300 years of chattel 
slavery and to now, 150 years from slavery, killing at the hands of the police, is 
considered “excusable.” 

Many cases come to mind, Sean Bell’s murder in particular. He was shot over 
50 times. How many bullets does it take to stop, arrest, and kill someone? Sean Bell 
never had displayed any kind of weapon. George Zimmerman displayed a desire to 
kill someone the way he stalked Trayvon Martin and did eventually kill him. They 
conducted a public trial for Zimmerman, only to release him and deem his actions to be 
excusable and justifiable. This man claimed to be a member of a neighborhood watch 
program. He was not a paid, swom-in police officer. But that night he murdered young 
Trayvon Martin, as if he was authorized to do so. 

Zimmerman was told not to follow or pursue Trayvon by the police dispatcher. 

He continued to pursue him, breaking the law while playing out his role as the super¬ 
watchdog. The not guilty verdict was met with rage by the masses. Demonstrations 
sprouted around the country among Black, Brown and white individuals in Los Angeles 
, San Francisco, New York, Sanford Florida, and even cities overseas such as London. 
The verdict clearly exposes that the deeply embedded institutional racism that was so 
prevalent in the late 1960’s and 70’s still remains intact.

Trayvon Martin was the victim, yet he was put on trial, while Zimmerman, the 
killer of our young ghetto son, was portrayed as being beaten. Yet Trayvon was found 
with his skittles. That was cold-blooded murder- not justifiable homicide. 

Since the birth of this nation, Black people have been the subject of routine 
violence by the slave masters, law enforcement, and everyday citizens. This violence 
has been systematically enabled by the criminal justice system, which has collectively 
denied Black people in Amerikkka the legal protections given to those considered part 
of the privileged class and their property, from the death of Emmett Till to Sean Bell. 
History offers little basis to expect justice for our Black youth and communities. Those 
of us who felt that if the US had the capacity to place a Black President in the white 
house that justice would issue for Trayvon Martin were unfortunately proven wrong. 

When shootings occur in predominately affluent places such as Newton, CT or 
Aurora, CO, the country expresses collective outrage, a sense that this shouldn’t be 
happening here. At the same time, violence in such cities as Detroit and Chicago is 
seen as unfortunate but “normal.” Now, since the Zimmerman acquittal, FL’s stand- 
your-ground law has declared an open season on Black youth. Jordan Davis was shot 
and killed while a passenger in a car because the white killer thought the music was too 
loud, shot the car up and later claimed he “thought he saw a [nonexistent] gun” - and 
was not convicted of murder for the killing!

“Stand Your Ground” should have been shot down. Passing it gave racist-minded 
people the power to kill somebody without fear of legal punishment. We must do what’s 
consciously necessary to stop Black on Black Violence, but in addition the murders 
done by the police inside Black ghettos and by racist vigilantes across Amerikkka is a 
systematic problem that cannot be ignored. 

We cannot let the killings of Trayvon Martin and Jordan Davis, of Sean Bell or 
Oscar Grant to go unanswered. According to the Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention, homicide is the leading cause of death among Black males 
between 10 and 24. We must support leaders and organizations that really represent 
our interests. We are all Trayvon Martin, Oscar Grant and Jordan Davis. George 
Zimmerman, Johannes Mehserle and Michael Dunn, their killers, must sleep with one 
eye open. Rest in peace young brothers.

charges from the military style raid on August 16, 2007, but she was later released and 
led the party for eight months. 

Our Minister of Information Mecca Shakur and Comrade Stress were also arrested and 
charged with similar charges they accused General T. A C. O. of committing. Their case 
became known around the world as the “Free the Black Rider 3” movement. In the 
course of defending the Black Rider 3, we believed that relying solely on litigation was 
insufficient in cases in which the defendants were Black revolutionaries. According to 
the Black Riders, the indictment and incarceration of activists was political, and therefore 
it was necessary to mobilize public pressure to successfully challenge the charges of a 
racist, capitalist, and repressive government. The legal and political campaign to win 
the freedom of General T.A.C.O. and the other two comrades became the major priority 
of the organization, Black Rider leaders traveled to many different cities and college 
campuses to rally support for the Black Rider 3. In the mass mobilization to free the 
Three, General T.A.C.O. was projected as the new Generation Black leader and hero 
who defended himself and Black people from racist police many times in the past which 
sometimes resulted in bloody combat but the trumped up charges were always dismissed. 
People knew the racist police were out to lock him up in prison or assassinate him. 

To many Black youth in the United States, General T.A.C.O. became a vital symbol of 
armed Black resistance. Support for the Black Rider 3 was equated with support for Black 
peoples’ right to armed self-defense, and that of Black people to bear arms, which were 
central issues for the freedom of the Black Rider 3. Black Riders in full Panther uniform 
along with supporters packed the courtroom at every hearing. Hundreds of people rallied 
and demonstrated outside the court building for General T.A.C.O. and the other two 
comrades in the case. Thousands of prisoners and supporters sent letters of support. These 
high profile events and other efforts of the Black Riders were responsible for making the 
defense of the Black Rider 3 a major issue in the Black Liberation Struggle and leftist 
circles. The new generation Black Panther mobilization to free the 3 also severed as a 
marketing and recruitment campaign for the organization. In addition, mobilizing support 
for the 3 provided a vehicle for building solidarity with radical and progressive forces 
outside the Black community. Also many different new Panther type groups around the 
country either emerged with us or became good allies in many different types of joint 
operations. 

While politically imprisoned, General T.A.C.O. was kept confined in solitary confinement 
in total isolation, in a sensory deprivation cell, which are used by the penal system 
for behavior modification. These torture cells were invented to break strong willed 
individuals. Political prisoners are commonly subjected to these “control units”. These 
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high power units’ entire environments were painted white in each metal cell, which were 
10 feet underground, with florescent lights shining extremely bright most of the day and 
night. Visitation and telephone use was extremely limited. Every time General T. A. C. 
O. left his cell he was strip-searched and his wrists, waist and ankles were shackled with 
chains and heavy bolt locks! After a couple of months of legal battle, the government’s 
campaign to criminalize our organization with a gang enhancement charge was defeated, 
and the charge was dismissed by the judge. The Black Rider 3 case is a rare occasion 
where a group of young Blacks in L. A. were exonerated of being a gang and slapped 
with a gang injunction. It was a “bitter-sweet victory” though because ultimately General 
T.A.C.O. sacrificed himself to save Comrade Mecca and Comrade Stress from suffering 
further and false imprisonment by accepting a two year deal and he was sent to Corcoran 
prison. Comrade Stress and Comrade Mecca were released immediately in a “package 
deal” and were put on parole. 

The Black Riders work in defense of the Black Rider 3 served one of the high points 
in the political mobilization strategy to free radical political prisoners and to defeat a 
gang injunction. One of the challenges in building a viable movement for the freedom 
of all political prisoners is to militantly confront the U. S. Government’s strategy of 
criminalization. Since the decline of the first Black Panthers as a National Revolutionary 
Movement, the Black Riders has been the only political force to champion the cause of 
political prisoners in such a dynamic and militant way. The S. F. 8, Mumia Abu-Jamal 
and Geronimo Pratt received some National media attention, but many other political 
prisoners, received little, if any, material, legal, or political support. Black Riders are 
changing all of that. 

After serving 16 months in prison, General T. A. C. O. was released back to the Black 
community. The evil enemy attempted to ban him from all revolutionary, political activity 
by shackling his leg with a G. P. S. (Global Positioning System) microchip tracking 
device which is connected to a satellite in outer space. It restricts him from ever leaving 
the city, and prohibits him from educating gang members. He is under a 24-hour-a-day 
surveillance, because the racist police know that he’s Black people’s most effective leader 
and they won’t stop him or assassinate him. He is in need of legal and political support. 
Free General T. A. C. O. from modern day slavery devices! Bulletproof love, thanks and 
appreciation goes out to all the elders from the first Black Panthers and numerous people 
who supported us in the struggle. Hollow point bullets are sent to all the snitches/ haters, 
sellouts, pig bootlicking house niggaz especially the ones that roam the streets. Political 
power still grows out the barrel of the gun! You can jail a revolutionary, but you can’t 
jail the revolution! You can kill a revolutionary, but you can’t kill the revolution. Free 
General T.A.C.O. and all political prisoners! 































General T.A.C.O. Speaks: 

On the Watch-a-Pig Program, Armed Self-Defense, the S.F. Eight 
and the Brutal Government Assassination of Tookie 


General T.A.C.O. Speaks: On the Watch-a-Pig Program, Armed Self-Defense, the 
Panther Eight and the Brutal Government Assassination of Tookie 

When the LA rebellion exploded, mainly because of the savage brutal beating 
of Rodney King by the racist LAPD, it revealed that young black people trapped in the 
poverty stricken ghettos had finally come to their African senses, united in a “gang” 
truce, and rejected taking out on each other their frustration that stemmed from white 
racism and capitalist oppression. In the past, the outcome of such negative self-hatred 
resulted in a severe non-violent posture towards the racist police and other government 
agents of repression. Brothers and sisters who were considered hardcore on the streets 
would literally start running from just the sight of the racist police. On April 29, 1992, 
the LAPD started running! After the rebellion, black unity was very strong, so the 
LAPD began to openly carry M-16 military rifles to try to further intimidate the Black 
community and tried to destroy every peace gathering in every “hood” in LA!! The 
times were changing, and the Black Riders were in tune. In 1996 we circulated in Watts, 
South Central, Inglewood, Hawthorne, Compton and Long Beach, talking to young 
black brothers and sisters on the need to unite and push our constitutional and human 
rights, especially our right to have weapons and defend ourselves. Many of them could 
identify with what the Black Riders were saying, because they had experienced and 
witnessed so much outlaw gang behavior by the police. 

Many of them donated and gave us their legal guns and other self-defense 
weapons to help us begin the first watch-a-pig program patrols to move against the 
racist pigs. The fascist police act as an imperialist occupying army like they’re working 
overseas in Iraq or Afghanistan, monitoring the actions of the neo-colonial poor Black 
people and swooping in at will, with high-powered guns, to trap and leave as quickly as 
they came, yet never responding to the real safety needs of the community. Harassment, 
terror, torture, brutal beatings, drive-by shootings, stop and frisk, and verbal abuse 
are the standard operating procedures for the police. Regular and sometimes massive 
sweeps through the Black communities are launched by the various pig forces 
(including the LBI) and authorized by the racist European ruling class and corrupt high 
public political officials in the name of trying to fight “crime” and “gang-banging.” 
Whole blocks have been cordoned off and anyone entering and exiting is questioned. 
The police consider any Black person, including our children, as a typical criminal

suspect or “public enemy!” When it is the paramilitary police who have contributed 
to the problem of crime and violence through their gang-style responses and their 
involvement in smuggling drugs and guns into our community. Thus, tight hand cuffs, 
being shoved into a police car, being slapped with a billy club, kicked between the 
legs, maced, the use of attack dogs, forced to put one’s hands on top of hot police cars, 
armored vehicles, battering ram tanks, and suffering humiliating public strip searches all 
have become part of life for young Black people all over racist AmeriKKa, especially in 
L.A. 

We named our organization the Black Riders Liberation Party and we selected 
as its symbol the Black panther, in honor of the first Black revolutionary vanguard, 
the Black Panther Party for Self Defense. We chose to resurrect the Black panthers in 
retaliation, when we learned that our parents and elders were murdered, imprisoned, 
drugged, brainwashed and exiled in the first Black revolution by the wicked LBI and 
local police through an evil government secret war program of Counter Intelligence 
(COINTELPRO). The Black panther is an animal that when it is pressured it moves 
back until it is cornered, then it comes out fighting for life or death. We felt we had 
been pushed back long enough and that it was time for poor Black people to come out 
and take over. During the recruitment periods, we clarify that the party is not racist. 

We actually oppose all forms of racism, especially when institutionalized to benefit the 
capitalists. 

We wanted to ensure that poor Black people viewed our patrols as positive and 
helpful to the community. We didn’t want people to see the Black Riders as thuggish, 
gun toting brothers and sisters without an organized political agenda. We came up with 
the idea that all Black Riders would wear an updated model of the old Black panther 
uniform - black berets, and black, gray and white camouflage fatigues, and big black 
boots! We chose this uniform to make sure that we would not look like or appear to be 
any black street organization or “hood” in L.A. One of the main goals was to unite all 
these hoods or groups into fighting for positive revolutionary goals. We want to help 
establish peace and unity between young Black people still caught up in the Blood 
and Crip war going on in our community, so we tried to pick a “neutral” color for our 
New Generation Black panther organization. We also knew that many racist police 
agencies were directly responsible for the ongoing Blood and Crip war by picking up 
brothers and sisters in patrol cars and dropping them off in the middle of a “hood” that 
the individual didn’t get along with. In order for us to be an effective organized force 
of peacemakers, we realized that we would have to first deal with the historical peace 
breaker! The Watch-a-pig program was also created to deal with this issue. That is why 
we continue to seek to confront the real enemy of poor Black people and move the 
struggle to a higher level, to remove the fear that black people have of the racist police 
and show them that the enemy is really scared of us as a people.

We began the patrol in 1997 armed with law booklets, video cameras, para¬ 
military camouflage fatigues, black berets, bats, knives, black karate skills and any 
other legal weapon we could get a hold of. We began to monitor the police radio calls, 
observing arrests as they questioned black people, educating our people about their 
armed self-defense rights, and offering our services to people who needed a witness 
against the police in a law suit. Sometimes, we even received urgent cell phone calls 
from Black people and we would send out a car to the troubled location to watch 
the pigs. If necessary, we would even follow the racist pigs in their car around the 
community, bumper to bumper, just to make sure that they would not hurt anyone. We 
made it clear to all the comrades involved in the program that they should be prepared 
to do battle only if a racist police officer drew his or her gun or tried to attack us 
unjustly. We knew that once it started, we may wind up in jail or dead standing up for 
our people’s rights. This activity captured the hearts and minds of the people. Many 
young Black people who used to fight each other in the streets united and went out to 
patrol the demonic police together. That’s what we call real Revolutionary Black Power. 

We all felt the compelling urge to finally risk our lives for something positive 
as opposed to something negative. We launched the first patrols of the police armed 
with weapons since the original Panthers started in 1966! Without a doubt we had to 
overcome the life threatening reality associated with the patrols. It took an extreme 
love for our people to have the heart and courage to police the police. The police killed 
Black people in cold blood all the time in LA and get away with it calling it “justifiable 
homicide.” We felt the pigs were a gang of cowards and busters when confronted by 
organized Black people with knowledge of the law and who were ready to defend 
themselves by any means necessary. Many of these patrols resulted in bloody combat or 
confrontation with the pigs and our comrades were framed and sent to jail on trumped 
up charges. This did not stop our patrols as more people joined our ranks once the 
police exposed themselves to be nothing but common criminals acting under the color 
of law. The second Black Revolution had begun and the genie of Black revolutionary 
violence had once again been let free in Babylon. It would only stop when total freedom 
was had. 

Many old O.G. (original) Black Panthers from LA to New York joined our 
ranks or supported our programs. They were anxious to get another shot at the oppressor 
and they wanted to prove that the Black Panther will always live in the hearts and minds 
of the people. A few of the recently imprisoned Black Panther Eight supported our 
program while they still prowled the streets. They were framed and arrested Jan. 23, 
2007 for a 36-year-old trumped up alleged retaliatory murder of a white police officer. 
The pig was corrected seven days after the vicious murder of the great Black Panther 
leader General George Jackson by racist San Quentin prison guards on August 21, 1971. 
This new critical government attack on these aging O.G. Panther elders will never be 
forgotten and will be met with an extremely massive political consequence. The Panther 
Eight must be set free by any means necessary. 

We patrol the pigs at random and link it with our other daily movements 
doing other dangerous political work like trying to educate and raise the African 
consciousness of young Black people on the street comer to stop tribalism and Black 
on Black violence. We were careful to keep our patrols within the bounds of the law 
and this pissed off the pigs even more. Pig bmtality was extremely reduced in areas 
we patrolled. Black people in the community were deeply impressed. The police 
tried to turn the community against us but it had the opposite effect. The community 
was proud to see disciplined young Black men and women defend their rights and

On February 25 2014, revolutionary leader Chokwe 
Lumumba passed away. He was bom in Detroit, Michigan; a 
haven for revolutionary activity. He played a major role the 
Black liberation stmggle from the 1960s to the day he took his 
last breath on this physical realm. The assassination of Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr. inspired Chokwe to become a revolutionary. He 
pushed the line for the Provisional Government of the Republic 
of New Afrika (PGRNA) in 1969. He served as Minister of 
Justice and Midwest Regional Vice President of the PGRNA. 
He helped build the New Afrikan revolutionary nationalist 
foundation for the PGRNA, House of Umoja, and Afrikan 
People’s Party; Chokwe Lumumba founded the organization 
NAPO (New Afrikan Peoples Organization) in 1984. He was 
the Chairman and spokesperson of NAPO for 30 years. Out 
of NAPO, the MXGM (Malcolm X Grassroots Movement) 
sprang into action in the early 90s. 

Chokwe Lumumba put in major work not only as a 
revolutionary activist but also as an attorney of law. He was the 
legal representative for political prisoners like Assata Shakur, 
Dr. Mutulu Shakur, Sekou Odinga, and a major figure in Black 
Riders’ philosophy, Tupac Shakur. He gained a lot of notoriety 
for winning the release of the Scott Sisters, two young Black 
women convicted and sentenced to double-life sentences for an 
$11 armed robbery. 

In 2009 Chokwe ran for Jackson City Council to push the 
initiative for Jackson-Kush plan which we believe was a small 
step in putting the provisional government of the Republic 
of New Afrika into action by promoting self-determination. 
The success of this strategic move helped spark off Chokwe’s 
campaign for Mayor. His vision of the Jackson Kush Plan, 
his experience in stmggling for New Afrikan Liberation, and 
serving the people garnered the support of the communities of 
Jackson, Mississippi, which led to the victorious election of 
Chokwe Lumumba as mayor. 

In many revolutionary circles Chokwe was looked 
at skeptically for participating in electoral politics. There 


was a false assumption that he had been misled down the road of 
reform, like other elder comrades who switched from their radical 
and revolutionary stance to assimilate to the system, in the guise 
of infiltrating the system and changing it from the inside; instead 
of promoting the total annihilation and overthrow of the system. 
Chokwe humbly embraced and listened to the criticism without 
taking offense, or taking it to heart. He just put in the work to push 
the agenda of New Afrikan Liberation. 

Mainstream media sources say that he died from natural 
causes. But we suspect foul play. We know how the system works 
and we believe that what he represented and what he stood for 
was a threat to this imperialist system. We believe the enemy has 
develop new covert ways of murdering our leaders because when 
revolutionary consciousness picks up momentum they know they 
can’t outright murder our leaders the way they did in the past 
without sparking an uproar in the black and oppressed communities 
around the world. The fact that a revolutionary that struggled for 
the self-determination, liberation, and development of a New 
African nation who was elected to be the mayor of the biggest city 
in the most notorious white supremacist state in amerikkka cannot 
be a coincidence. 

“When a Black radical dies in Mississippi, one should never accept 
at face value the states word on the cause of death. When that 
revolutionary Black man dies soon after becoming mayor of the 
states capital and largest city, history and reason compel us to 
put assassination first on our list of possibilities. ” (Black Agenda 
Report via SF Bayview newspaper, Glen Ford, March 7, 2014) 

There are many questions that need to be asked and 
answered. Where’s the autopsy report? If he died from natural 
causes; why can’t we find out the natural causes of his death? Why 
would the Mississippi state coroner refuse to perform an autopsy? 
What do they have to hide? What health problems did he have? 
“Mayor Lumumba is healthy and while he dispelled any questions 
or concerns regarding his health, he, as anyone, has routine medical 
examinations, check-ups and consultations which are private. There 


is nothing that would indicate that he is nothing short of healthy and 
fit to serve the people of Jackson. Lumumba beat prostate cancer in 
2000, and has fully recovered from a bout with pneumonia, which 
landed him in the hospital last year. ” (By Tyler Cleveland, July 24, 
2013, Jacksonfreepress.com) 

Chokwe Lumumba was dedicated and committed to 
the struggle until his last breath. Now his spirit has manifested to 
eternity and has become one with elements of the universe. His 
sacrifice to the struggle for the liberation of all oppressed people 
will not go in vain. We will continue the struggle in his honor pick 
up the pieces and put together a powerful Afrikan united front the 
people and free the land!

stand up to the wicked racist Amerikkan Empire. Our reputation as fearless freedom 
fighters grew everywhere. By the year 2007, ten years later, we had successfully grown 
more sophisticated, and by then patrolled the pigs in Watts, Compton, Long Beach, 
Inglewood and even Oakland! 

We grew more sophisticated mainly because of the support of the poor Black 
people throughout LA donating everything an oppressed people can to fight back. Our 
people donated time, advice, rides in their own cars, and pennies, nickels, and dimes 
to support our programs. Some people literally jumped in line while we watched the 
pigs and brought their own video camera or camera phone to participate. This happened 
many times, especially along Crenshaw Blvd. in LA. We bought a “Black Power Van”_ 
equipped with high-tech walkie-talkies, video cameras, scanners, lap top computers, 
binoculars, tasers and other technical equipment needed to fight against police terrorism 
and educate our people about the need for security against the pigs with an advanced 
four-wheeled mobile security system operating 24 hours a day, for free!! 

Some petty-bourgeois people fail to understand why we collect donations. 
They are completely stupid to the fact that in the early 20 th Century, the great Black 
leader Marcus Garvey created black owned enterprises by collecting donations of 
nickels and dimes. More than a hundred thousand black people came out in 1919 in 
New York to see Garvey launch the Black Star Steam Ship Line. We as a people afi_ 
collectively owned those gigantic ships and that was a beautiful thing in the past. Now 
we as a people must prepare and be ready for the future. 

We have helped to create many positive food, clothing, shelter survival 
programs, and many small “gang” truces around Los Angeles and in many jails. We 
have also been to many speaking engagements, unity meetings and demonstrations for 
the people in the last 11 years of our existence as a new Black panther organization. 

Yet the brutal government assassination of Stanley “Tookie” Williams had a serious 
impact on our grass roots organizing efforts to bring the masses of our people back into 
political life. Through his book and other articles he wrote, Tookie taught us that Black 
on Black violence must be prevented on the spot before it happens, through conflict 
resolution by a respected, reasonable, revolutionary African minded mediator. It is 
impossible to count all the times our organization has stood between two armed hostile 
factions and helped to bring about peace and Black on Black love. Tookie’s message of 
Black Unity had ultimately struck a chord in the hearts of young Black people, so the 
government moved quickly to silence that message. I led a delegation of 20 militant 
Black Riders soldiers to City Hall and to Schwarzenegger’s office at the Ronald Reagan 
building in downtown LA in the fight to save him from execution, and helped to bring

national and international TV and media attention to his case. We exposed to the world 
that the racist death penalty was being used by corrupt politicians as a weapon of 
assassination. Governor fake terminator Schwarzenegger has gone on record saying that 
one of the main reasons why he murdered Tookie was because Tookie had dedicated his 
book to many different O.G. Black Panther leaders, especially general George Jackson. 
We also launched a militant demonstration outside of Tookie’s funeral when the racist 
LAPD tried to set up military barricades around the proceedings. We felt this was the 
height of disrespect, so we engaged in numerous tense clashes and confrontations with 
the pigs to clear a path for Black people to enter the funeral and pay their respects. 

Many Bloods and Crips showed up at the funeral to show their support for Tookie. 

The Black Riders Liberation Party was born in a period of stress, when black 
people were moving away from the philosophy and strategy of non-violent actions 
being pushed by neo-colonial puppet fake black leaders who encouraged us as a people 
to hold in our anger and pain from white racist oppression. This causes us to take out 
the explosive frustration on each other through tribalism instead of unleashing it on our 
real enemy. We dare to believe that we could offer the community a permanent political 
vehicle that would serve their needs and advocate their interests. We have met many 
foes; we have seen many enemies, we have been slandered, kidnapped, gagged, jailed, 
raided, and murdered. When the enemy strikes out at you blindly, crushing you right and 
left if he possibly can, then you know you are doing everything right! We now know 
more than ever before, that the will of the people is greater than the technology and 
repression of those who are against the interests of the people. Therefore we know that 
we can and will continue to serve and educate the people. Bulletproof love, thanks and 
appreciation goes out to all the brothers and sisters on the block who have supported 
the struggle. Hollow point bullets are sent to all the snitches, sell-outs, pig boot 
licking house nigga’s, especially the ones that roam the streets. THE RACIST DOG 
POLICEMEN MUST IMMEDIATELY WITHDRAW FROM OUR COMMUNITY OR 

FACE THE WRATH OF AN ARMED PEOPLE!!

On Reparations and Expropriation

The Black Riders Liberation Party Black Commune Program ■ - 


Point B: We ride to put an end to the thievery by the capitalists 
of our Black community. We ride because the racist government 
has stolen from us. And now we demand the overdue debt offorty 
acres and two mules that was promised over 100 years ago as 
restitution for slave labor and mass murder of Black people. We 
will accept payment in currency, which will be distributed to 
our communities. The amerikkkan racist has taken part in the 
slaughter of over 50 million Black people, therefore we ride to 
make sure we receive complete payment. 

Reparation - n. The making of amends for wrong, injustice 
or injury: Reparation for an injustice or payment in damages. 
Compensation is usually paid in money, material, resource, land, 
etc. Payable to another country or community by the country 
responsible for loss suffered during or as a result of a war. 
Expropriate- v. the action of the state (or the people/ 
communities) taking (redistributing) or modifying the property 
of an individual in an exercise of its sovereignty. 

In 1865 after the confederate states of America were 
defeated in the US civil war, Gen. William T. Sherman 
issued the Special field order #15: the confiscation of 
400,000 acres of land into 40 acre parcels for 18,000 
black people to assure harmony of action in the area of 
operations. (Really just re-colonization in a pacified 
suppression fashion). However, Pres. Andrew Jackson 
reversed the order after Lincoln was assassinated. 

Reparations are controversial. Mainstream media 
propaganda and political dialog on this issue are cloaked 
with white guilt and denial of white supremacy; false 
hope in a system that still considers Black people 3/5s of 
a human. It involves the struggle for liberation and justice 
from racism, capitalism, imperialism and colonialism. It 
involves demanding that this racist amerikkkan government 
own up to its responsibility for repairing the damages done 
by the forced labor, rape, slaughter and genocide of our 
people. 

It’s time to stop begging for what they owe us and 
take it; because history shows us that this Anglo Saxon, 
white supremacy, colonial, capitalist power structure is 
not going to live up to its promises. Extreme conditions 
call for extreme actions in response to the oppression of 
our people. The Amerikkkan government’s fascist police 
state forces patrol and enslave black communities, while 
protecting corporate interests and enforcing the systems’ 
agenda. Armed struggle is inevitable! There is no bloodless 
revolution, rebellion or resistance. So quit playin’ and get 
active! In the words of Elder Black Panther comrade 
Bobby Seale, “Stick em up m..f..! We come for what’s 
ours!” 

There have been many reformist attempts and proposals 
to receive reparations for slavery and genocide of Black 
people. On March 8, 2000 Reuters reported that Deandra 
Farmer Paellmann initiated a campaign for restitution from 
certain corporations that played a direct role in enslaving 
Africans. She filed a lawsuit against Aetna Inc. for their 
practice of writing life insurance policies on the lives 
of enslaved Africans with slave owners as beneficiaries. 
Another proposal was delivered by social activist Howshua 
Ameriel, at a National Reparations Convention in Chicago, 
requiring that the federal government make payments of 
reparations to “proven descendants of slaves.” If the color 
of our skin determined whether we were slaves during 
chattel slavery, shouldn’t that be all the proof needed to 
show we are descendants of slaves? He proposed that 
Blacks who want to stay in Amerikkka should receive free 
education, healthcare, and legal aid for 50 years with no 
taxes levied. (50 years for hundreds of years of slavery 
and white supremacist genocide?) Black people who want 
to leave the US should receive a million dollars backed by 
gold in reparations. 

There are some nations who did receive reparations. 
Under the Civil Liberties Act of 1988 Ronald Reagan 
apologized on behalf of Amerikkka for the Japanese 
American Internment during World War 2 and provided 
reparation of $20,000 to each survivor. But we didn’t get 
restitution for the damages done by his Iran-Contra scandal, 
which put crack and guns in our community and shut down 
industries that employed us. Even the German government 
gave reparations to Israel for their “holocaust” of European 
Jews, where 6 million were killed (Compared to the +50 
million who were killed in the “slave trade”). You thought 
Hitler was a racist but he’s a small fry compared to the 
Amerikkkan imperial regime. They have mastered the art 
of racism. 

You can clearly see the contradictions in the way the 
Amerikkkan Government has handled the reformist 
approach. This savage, greedy, system does not 
understand reason or logic. They benefit too much from 
our disadvantages and underdevelopment. This white 
supremacist system doesn’t respect the interests of the 
Black community despite any attempt to conform and 
work within the judicial, economic, and legal system that 
they systematically designed to keep you enslaved and in 



debt in the first place. As our General T.A.C.O (Taking All 
Capitalists Out) says, “They only understand the knife, they 
only understand the gun, and we intend on communicating 
with them clearly!” 

It’s time to identify who benefited from slavery. Every 
major corporation that makes up the 1% that controls the 
majority of wealth in this country was built off slavery 
and colonial exploitation. I’ll give some examples 
and highlight the companies that admitted to their role 
in slavery. Some apologized but none have ever paid 
restitution. In 2005, JP Morgan Chase and Wachovia both 
apologized for their foundation built on slavery but refused 
to pay any restitution deeming it “a mistake of the past.” 
The Rockefellers, Merrill Lynch, Fidelity Investment, 
JG Wentworth, Johnson and Johnson, Union Pacific 
Railroad... I can go on and on. Name a corporate heavy 
weight and you can bet they participated in importation 
and exploitation of enslaved Africans. 

Reparations are important in to the harmony of humanity 
and economic justice. We are at the root of this “economic 
crises” because the economic structure is built off our labor. 
And if we don’t get free, the whole world will continue 
to be victim to capitalism. Harpers Magazine created an 
estimate that the total of reparations due for slavery is over 
$100 Trillion based on 222,505,049 hours of forced labor 
from 1619-1865 with a compound interest of 6%. 

Understand that the wealth of this country was built 
on the blood, sweat, and tears of enslaved Africans. The 
land that this economic superpower is built on is drenched 
in the blood of the indigenous people it was stolen from. 
European tyranny and greed sparked the colonial conquest 
of the “new world.” Pre-colonial Africa, America and Asia 
lived in civilized societies. When the Europeans used up 
their own resources they came to take somebody else’s. 
The more they took, the more they needed. This pattern of 
greed can be traced back to the Roman Empire or even back 
to their “Dark Ages” in the caves of the Caucus Mountains 
during our African golden ages in Kemet and Nubia, the 
cradle of civilization. Pre-Colonial Africa & America 
were rich because the indigenous inhabitants understood 
the value of balance. There was a deep respect for mother 
earth and every living thing because we are all spiritually 
connected. I wouldn’t cause harm to you because I am 
you, and we are all one! The economy was not a system 
where if I have more currency that puts me in a position of 
power to CAPITALIZE off your disadvantages. 

The Amerikkkan economy is collapsing like Rome did. 
Is it over-production and under-consumption or vice versa? 
The answer is both and beyond. What goes up, must come 
down. This capitalist economic structure is heading for 
destruction and it must be destroyed to build a better and 
balanced structure. We cannot continue to beg this system 
for something they owe and promised us. 

People don’t understand what real democracy is. 
Democracy and capitalism don’t mix. It’s an oxymoron 
-two mutually contradictory terms. Big businesses and 
banks (the 1%) determine who you get to vote for, and they 
have to meet the needs of the 1% to run in the election. 
“Democracy is not simply majority rule but effective state 
power in the hands of the masses” - W.E.B Dubois (“Winds 
of time ” Chicago Defender 9/15/1945/ True democracy is 
supposed to be controlled by the people, for the people, 
not by and for a certain class of people controlling the 
masses. My political ideology is Revolutionary African 
Inter-Communalism which would fall under the category 
of socialism. It’s an advanced term to describe the original 
form of communal socialism practiced by Africans 
since the birth of civilization until this very day. This 
ideology was created by our General T.A.C.O (Taking All 
Capitalists Out). It’s enhanced and modernized from Huey 
P. Newton’s Inter-communalism with ideals including but 
not limited to Pan Africanism and Black revolutionary 
Nationalism. “Socialism would mean the expropriation 
of wealth from the capitalist (Bourgeoisie) class and 
guaranteed employment, decent housing, education, and 
healthcare to all citizens.” -- Manning Marable (How 
Capitalism Underdeveloped Black America). 


The top elite forces aren’t going to give us anything no 
matter how much they know they owe. They’ve become 
accustomed to feasting off your starvation for too long. 
They’re not going to let you take it back without a fight 
either. The fascist police state will guard corporate interest 
with their lives. They are preparing concentration camps 
around the world for you and your children. So what are 
you gon’ do? Everybody wants peace and justice but they 
scared to go to war for it. In order for society to flow 
harmoniously the means of production must be put in the 
hand s of the most oppressed and dispossessed, and the 
capitalist bourgeoisie class must be suppressed to the point 
where this caste class system is crushed and eliminated. 

If it wasn’t for the resources produced by slavery such 
as cotton, tobacco, rice, sugar, coffee, gold, diamonds, etc.; 
this country would never have been as prosperous. We built 
this and we must break it down to build it back up for the 
betterment of society and the future. This country is still 
feasting on slave labor in the prison industrial complex. 
We got nothing to lose and everything to gain. We must 
take back our resources that were stolen from us. It’s time 
to take power & justice in our own hands! 

To make the record clear I’m not trying to promote 
riot, looting or theft. We must identify the real robbers, 
thieves and rapists. To strategically organize mass scale 
expropriation for reparations, there are certain items 
with symbolic value that must be taken and redistributed 
throughout the black community. Every bolt of cotton is 
yours, TAKE IT! Every parcel of sugar, coffee, rice or 
tobacco is yours, TAKE IT! Electronics that contain the 
African mineral Coltan (which cell phones and laptops are 
made of) are yours! 

Groups of escaped slaves such as the Maroons, 
Quilombos, Palenque, and the Garifuna Nation would 
cleanse the land by burning the rice, cotton, and sugarcane 
fields on the plantations. They considered these crops foul 
and impure because they were grown on behalf of injustice 
by colonial and capitalist greed. Since the land and the 
people are spiritual in African and indigenous culture, they 
would redistribute the things they need throughout the 
communes but the unnecessary overstock was decomposed 
and recycled back to mother earth as a sacrificial offering. 
In this capitalist society we produce more than we will 
ever need. Yet since the intent is to profit off it, if someone 
who might really need it can’t afford it, the item goes to 
waste. Globalization and industrialization go hand in hand 
with colonial exploitation and capitalism, and the waste 
pollutes the air, water and land. The things that we won’t 
need should be cleansed and returned to mother earth. In 
the spirit of the ancestors. ASHE! 

I know some of y’all are thinking, “But Ref, Massah 
aint gon’ like this; he gon’ lock you up and throw away 
the key.” Well, we already make up over half the nation’s 
prison population. There are more brothers locked up 
doing slave labor in these prisons, than there were in 
chattel slavery during the 1850s. (— Michele Alexander, 
The New Jim Crow) You weren’t scared to do time for 
tryin’ to feed yo family! “But Ref, they gon’ kill you for 
talkin like that.” They killin’ us off now. If you got nothing 



to die for, it ain’t worth living for. I’ve risked my life for 
less. I wouldn’t be a man if I didn’t fight for the liberation 
of my people. 

Martial Law and the National Defense Authorization 
Act are in effect. Time is running out on these reactionary 
pigs, who are scared because they know it’s the end of 
their world. Quit hesitating and holding the people back 
from uprising because of fear of repression. Malcolm X 
says, “The price of freedom is death,” so if you fear death, 
you fear freedom. I love the people too much to let this 
go on any longer. These reactionary guard dogs will try to 
silence me. If you’re reading this that means they failed. 
My strap and sword is this pen, slicing through the chains 
of colonialism with every word I write. Our time is now! 
We got nothing to lose and everything to gain! The world 
is ours and we must TAKE IT! ALL POWER TO THE 
PEOPLE! 





The Black Commune Program 


We Ride for the Black Commune Program because it is what 
we want and believe. A Black commune is a Black community 
built on the belief of sharing and mutual cooperation between 
all people of that community which brings forth unity. What 
is mine is yours and what is yours is mine, or “I am because 
we are; and because we are, therefore, I am.” This is a belief 
system that Black people have held since the beginning of 
human existence. It allowed us to ride out any storm in perfect 
unity. This is the type of Black community that we ride for. 

A. We Ride for total liberation. We Ride for power to take full 
control of the destiny of our Black community. We will not be liberated 
and free from oppression until we take full control of our destiny. 

B. We Ride to put a stop to the thievery by capitalists of our 
Black community. We Ride because the racist government has stole 
from us, and now we demand the overdue debt of forty acres and two 
mules. Forty acres and two mules was promised over 100 years ago 

as restitution for slave labor and mass murder of Black people. We 
will accept the payment in currency, which will be distributed, to our 
communities. The Amerikkkan racist has taken part in the slaughter 
of over 50 million Black people, therefore, We Ride to make sure we 
receive complete payment. 

C. We Ride for maximum and complete employment for our 
people. We Ride because the federal government is responsible and 
obligated to give every person employment or a guaranteed income. We 
Ride because we believe that if the Amerikkkan businessmen will not 
give full employment, then the means of production should be taken from 
the businessmen, placed in the community, and communized. That way, 
the people of the community can organize and employ its entire people 
and give a high standard of living. 

D. We Ride for freedom of speech. We Ride because we believe 
that all attacks on social redeeming hip hop rap songs should stop. The 
1st Amendment to the U.S. Constitution gives a right to freedom of 
speech. During chattel slavery, the Black spirituals provided us songs 
with social redeeming qualities. Today’s hip hop raps provide us songs 
with social redeeming qualities because conscious rappers help to guide 
us to liberation by outlining the horrible plight that Black people suffer in 
this new era of crisis. 

E. We Ride because we demand the cases of all black 
people held captive in the jails and prisons of Amerikkka re¬ 
opened, re-investigated, and re-tried by members of the Black 
community. We Ride because we feel that Black people living in 
incarceration have been tried unfairly by the U.S. Justice Department. 

We have been denied the right of trial by one’s peers resulting in guilty 
verdicts for an enormous amount of innocent Black people. We have 
been and are being tried by juries that have no understanding of the 
“average reasoning man” of the Black community. It is time that these 
cases be re-opened and re-tried by Black people so that the innocense 
of Black inmates can be determined by a jury of their peers, as stated in 
the 14th Amendment of the U.S. Constitution. We as Black people shall 
then deal with our own people by granting freedom from incarceration to 
those whose re-trial has validated it, and deferring charges and sentences 
for those proven to be guilty by their peers. We want amnesty for all 
Political Prisoners. 

F. We Ride for decent housing fit for shelter of human beings. 
We Ride because we believe that if the capitalists landlords will not give 
decent housing to our Black community then the housing and land should 
be made into a communal so that our community, with government aid, 
can build and make housing for its people. 

G. We Ride for education for our people that exposes the 
true nature of this decadent Amerikkkan society. We Ride for 
education that teaches us our true history and our role in present day 
society. We believe in an educational system that will give to our people 
a knowledge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and 
his position in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to 
anything else. 


H. We Ride for an end to the drug problem. We Ride because 
we demand all the files of the Iran/Contra hearings, and information 
regarding aid to the Contras in Nicaragua, be released to the Black 
community. This should be done to determine the connection between the 
government and the influx of drugs into the Black community during the 
1970’s and 1980’s. Black people neither own airplanes or manufacturing 
plants needed to produce and distribute drugs. We believe that the 

best way to solve the drug problem is to find out how it is entering our 
community so we can put a stop to it. 

I. We Ride for all Black people to be exempt from military 
service. We Ride because we believe that Black people should not 
be put in financial deprivation, causing them to be forced to fight in 
the military service to defend a racist government that does not protect 
us. We will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, 
like Black people, are being victimized by the racist government of 
Amerikkka. We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the 
racist military by whatever means necessary. 

J. We Ride for an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY 
and MURDER of Black people. We Ride because we believe we 
can end police brutality in our Black community by organizing Black 
self-defense groups dedicated to defending our Black community from 
racist police oppression and brutality. The 2nd Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution gives a right to bear arms. We therefore believe that all 
Black people should arm themselves for self-defense. 

K. We Ride for full medical attention that should be given 
to all Black people. We Ride because we believe that Amerikkkan 
capitalist economics is to blame for the high rates of disease in the 
Black community. Black people suffering from life threatening ailments 
like AIDS should no longer be left to the mercy of low budget county 
hospitals. For whatever illness any member of the Black community 
suffers, the federal government is obligated to send them to medical 
institutions that provide the best treatment. 

L. We Ride for an end to environmental racism and to stop 
the disruption of the earth’s ecological balance. We Ride 
because we believe that Amerikkkan industrial production has and is 
currently creating terrible environmental side effects locally, nationally, 
and internationally — especially in areas where Black people live. 
Industrial production causes pollution of air, land, and water, which 

in turn lowers the life expectancy of people. If the racist Amerikkkan 
industrialists sought out technology to further industry then he must seek 
out technology to protect the environment. If the racist U.S. industrialists 
refuse to do so then his industry should be taken and placed in the 
Black community so that we can protect the environment and our own 
communities. 

M. We Ride for land, technology, bread, housing, education, 
clothing, medical care, justice, peace, and an end to 
environmental racism. When in the course of human events, it 
becomes necessary for one people to dissolve the political bands which 
have connected them with another, to assume among the powers of the 
earth the separate and equal station to which the laws of nature and 
nature’s God entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the causes which impel them to the 
separation. We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all men are 
created equal; that they are endowed by their creator with certain 
unalienable rights; that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. That to secure these rights, governments are instituted among 
men deriving their just powers from the consent of the government. That 
whenever any form of government becomes destructive of these ends, 

it is the right of the people to alter or abolish it, and to institute a new 
government; laying its foundation on such principles, and organizing 
its powers in such form as to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that governments 
long established should not be changed for light and transient causes; 
and, accordingly, all experience hath shown that mankind are more 
disposed to suffer while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves 
by abolishing the forms to which they are accustomed. But when a 
long train of abuses and usurpation, pursuing invariably the same object 
envinces a design to reduce them under absolute despotism, it is their 
right, it is their duty, to throw off such government and to provide new 
guards for their future security.
